ANCIENT CITY IS CHAN-CHAN] 


Today Nothing but a Mass of Ruins, 
but Was Flourishing Before Pb 
zarro Ravished Peru. 


Chan-Chan is not, as 
the 
name 
would indi^at^. a piaro In China, 
ft 
lr« one of the oldest cities in Peru, or 
In the world. The Chimus. who built 
Clmn-Chan, arc supposed to have been 
an elderly ra^e when the Incas were 
yet barbarians. 
After a time the In­ 
cas became civilized and powerful and 
captured 
Chan-Chan. Then 
Plzarro 
came to plunder and wreck the city 
and massacre the inhabitants. 
So 
mu<1i of tlie Chimes’ history is de­ 
ducted from the remains of Chan-Chan 
and old Spanish narratives. 
The people who inhabited the old 
metropolis were moon 
worshipers. 
The moon, they said, was the most 
worthy deif* of nature, for it shone 
not only at iitebt but also in the day, 
whereas the sun could shine in the 
day onJv. -The. sea was supposed to 
be under the special protection of the 
moon, because the latter controlled 
the tides. 
Images of fish and other 
sea creatures and temples to both 
moon and sea were therefore built by 
the Chimus and many have been un­ 
covered in the ruins of their city. 
Chan-Chan has since the time of Pl­ 
zarro been a heap of wreckage. There 
are palaces, workshops, factories and 
great battered pyramids built up in 
terraces and surmounted by buildings. 
These are the mounds in which the 
Chimu dead once lay. Like the Egyp­ 
tians, these people buried with their 
lead inanv articles of their personal 
property. 
From one of these mounds 
a Spanish adventurer obtained $3,- 
000.000 worth of gold and silver. For 
many years Chan-Chan yielded to the 
Spanish conquerors fabulous sums of 
¿old.

JEWISH TRADERS IN AFRICA 


Are Known to Have Had Depots for 
Commerce There in the Fif­ 
teenth Century. 


.Tews of the fifteenth century had 
trading posts In northwest Africa and 
carried on a vast commerce with the 
natives from the Sahara to the Atlan­ 
tic, and from Algeria to the Niger, ac­ 
cording to letters recently discovered 
by Charles de In Roneiere, librarian 
of the national library in France, and 
published by the National Geographic 
society. 
Hitherto Africa has not fig­ 
ured at all In medieval history. 
It 
was calles! the “Dark continent” when 
Stanley and Livingstone1 penetrated it 
about a century ago. 
The letters recently discovered were 
written ip 1447 liy Antonia Mnlfante, 
a Genoese citizen, believed to be the 
only Christian the Jews allowed to 
penetrate their trade region. 
They 
were written 
from 
Timbuktu and 
Touat. Timbuktu was the Chicago of 
the West African plains, and Touat 
the cení or of camel caravan traffic 
that exchanged the wheat and barley 
of Kgypt for the powdered gold of 
nui’mktu and the precious salt from 
Teghazza. 
Touat was an oasis- con­ 
taining from 150 to 200 villages, and 
each village had a chief. 
The civilization of that date was 
advanced enough for the residents to 
take a census of their populations. 
Iliis was done when the people of 
Timbuktq and a rival cltv, Gao, were 
numbered to decide a wager. 
Busi­ 
ness was done on a large scale. 


Primitive Summons. 
New York university has come into 
possession of an original photograph 
of the first janitor of that Institution, 
equipped with the gong and stick with 
which he called the students to classes. 
When the university was founded, Jan­ 
uary 8, 1830, and students met In the 
original building back of the city hall, 
there was, of course, no electric bell- 
ringing system.

London (By Mail).—The Russian 
Soviet government, through Nik­ 
olai, seeks “to star,t the British 
nation off 011 that same career of 
revolulJonarv violence which has 
made Russia such a jolly place to 
live in,” Winston ChurchUl, min­ 
ister of war, declared in an article 
published in the Evening News, 
answering a report by a British la­ 
bor delegation which visited Rus­ 
sia and a letter directed bo the 
British people by Lenine. 
Should the soviet system be es* 
tablished in England the war min­ 
ister believes that not only would 
freedom of the press and freedom 
of thought be swept away but the 
English lahoi* leaders themselves 
would “share telv fate of Kerensky, 
the Mensheviks and social revolu­ 
tionaries in Russia.” 
The war minister charged Len­ 
ine with having ruined his own 
country and said it was natural he 
should wish “to have all other na­ 
tions reduced to the same level of 
misery, in order that his own car­ 
nage may be covered in the general 
choas.” 
-Russia was on the threshold of 
victory,” wrote Mr. Churchill. “Aft­ 
er al lher struggles she was witfeiu 
reach of the goal.. The Germans 
sent in Lenine, as poison gas is 
seut sealed in a cylinder and he 
robbed her of the victory she had 
all but won and which she might 
have shared with us. 
“A million Germans, released by 
his act o ftreachery, were let loose 
on the French and British fronts 
and nearly that number of British 
and French soldiers are dead or 
mutilated in consequence. Instead 
of victory he gave Russia shemc 
and immeasurable disaster. 
“Lenine destroyed the Russian 
republic. 
He dissolved the Rus­ 
sian parliament. 
H had the bulk 
of its members hunted down and 
killed. 
He has robbed his coun­ 
try of victory, peace and freedom; 
and what has he given them in ex* 
chang?

Russia, the great food producing 
center of the world, wrecked with 
famine; the towns depopulated to 
half their numbers; the workmen 
scattered, dcstroped and the rest 
cowed or demoralized; hundreds of 
thousands of people driven to the 
woods and mountains

the middle ages; tho railways on 
which the whole economic civiliza
